DD/R STAFF MEETING 
26 April 1963 


Present : Dr. Scoville

1. In a general discussion of the current status of 
funds, Dr. Scoville feared that the DDCI would probably go 
along with the Comptroller’s recommendations relative to the 
additional funds requested by DD/R for the rest of this fiscal 
year. If the additional funds as requested cannot be obtained, 
Dr. Scoville proposes to ask permission to use whatever funds 
can be surfaced in the DD/R in any way the DD/R desires without 
further approval. In this connection, Dr. Scoville said that 
he would like to go over the remaining program plans for FY 
1963 to establish priorities, make final decisions, etc. 
Wednesday, 1 May, was established as a suitable date for this 
purpose. 

2. Dr. Scoville observed that the new NRO is beginning 
to operate. He is now briefed each morning on the happenings 
of the previous day and the upcoming plans. In the interest 
of continuing the progress and relations with the NRO, 

Dr. Scoville expressed his desire that we be particularly 
attentive to the establishment of desirable precedents in 
all relationships. For example, t here have been two recent
